The Bourbon County Summer 
School opened its second annual 
session Monday, June 19, and imme- 
diately cot V started' into earnest 
work. The student body Is a very 
attractive and earnest group of peo- 
ple, and constitute in the main am- 
bitious, energetic and really leading 
teachers of Bourbon county. 

There are a number of reasons 
for which I am proud of this sum- 
mer school. In the first place, the 
school was 80 successful last jrear 
that teachers had erery reason to 
belleye that ft would be even bet- 
ter this year. The State University, 
under whose auspices the school was 
conducted last year, reported to 
State Supt ColYin that the sum- 
mer school held last summer in 
Paris was the best county summer 
school held in Kentucky last year. 
This should be evidence enough to 
oonvinca any teacher that the school 
will be even a greater sueeess this 
year, having last year's experience 
on which to build. The second rea- 
son is that the Paris summer school 
has one of the very strongest facul- 
ties of any Institution in Kentucky. 
Prof. J. W. Lancaster, the principal, 
is one of the outstanding school men 
in the State. His work at tlie 
head of the Millersburg school, his 
leadership among the teachers of 
this county since he has been among 
us, his successful handling of the 
summer school last summer, and in 
fact, his scholarship, experience and 
devotkNi to bis profession ought to 
bring to this school practically 100 
per cent, attendance of the teachers 
of Bourbon county and adjoining 
territory, whose educational attain 
meats are less than a ataadard col- 
lege degree. 

The fact that Prof. Clarence C. 
Freeman, of Transylvania College, is 
a member of thia faculty ought to 
appeal very strongly to every teach- 
er in this section of the State. Prof. 
Freeman is too great a scholar and 
!()o well known in Central Kentucky 
for me to attempt' to add anything 
to what you already know of him. 
Personally I do not think that it is 
possible for the teachers of Ken- 
tucky to study under any man more 
capable of giving them helpful lead- 
ership than Prof. Freeman. 

Prof. .1. C. Jones, of the I'niver- 
sity of Kentucky, is one of the mo.st 
brilliant of the younger teachers on 
the faculty at the University of 
Kentucky. He Is a master of arts, 
graduate of Columbia University and 
had had unusual opportunities for 
the study of history and tovam- 
ment. 

Miss Edith Stivers everybody 

I know.- a remarkably strong teach- 
er of science and she is giving some 
of the best courses this summer that 
she has ever given. 

MISS Nannie B. Clark, of the MU- 
lersburg schools, is giving work in 
primary supervision and penman- 
ship. Miss Clark at one time was 
county supervisor in this county, 
and you ^l .know how well she al- 
ways does her work. 

Miss Grace Cruikshank, a gradu- 
ate of the I'niversity of Kentucky 
and a special graduate in physical 
educatton, and to ptoya and games. 

Tbe teachers who are missing this 
work will perhaps never know how 
much they have mi^->sed. But the 
tragedy of the situation is the loss 
that must come to the little coun- 
try child's fall and winter when it 
is robbed of tbe pleasure that might 
be its if all teachers knew the things 
that Miss Cruikshank is teaching 
those in her class. 

Prof. J. M. McVey, the county su 
perlntendaat bf *Bawrboa eoabty 
.schools, is working hard for the bet- 
terment of the schools, and of the 
teachers of this county. He is an 
able and conscientious leader and 
has already aeeompllsbed a great 
amount of good for the schools. It 
is his desire that Bourbon county 
teachers have better educational 
advantages than are afforded teach- 
ers la aa other county of the State, 
and personally I think that he has 
given you a school right here in 
Paris not excelled in the State. This 
school is offering college and high 
school courses, primary supervision 
and all of the drill subjects, and in 
addition to these subjects you can 
get courses in both high school and 
college education. The State of Ken- 
tucky has appropriated the money to 
assist in canylag on these schools, 
n tbe teadiers do not show them- 
selves interested in this effort of the 
State to help them this appropria- 
tion from the State will be discon- 
tinued. Kentucky will always stand 
f orty-fittb or lower amoag tba States 
of the DbioB ualsas our teachers 
feel more keenly their duty to Im- 
prove their scholarship. Last week 
in one school system in Kentucky 
tbirty-bto teachers were dismissed 
becauae they had failed to bring up 
their scholarship within the re- 
quired time. Teachers are being 
dismissed all over the country for 
failing to improve their scholarship 
and this is as it should be. 

Teachers may enter the Bourbon 
county summer school and still get 
full credit, and I do sincerely trust 
that the teachers of this section will 
avail tbamaelTea of this opportunity. 
I hope that tbe taaebers of tbis' sec- 
tion will stop and think of the seri- 
ousness of the situation, and realize 
what they owe to the profession and 
to the children of this county. I can 
not sea bow you earn juatify yourself 
in remaining out of school if it is 
physically possible for you to attend. 
The lives of children must suffer If i 
the teachers of Kentucky do not Im

The first step is to clothe the feet 
and ankles properly when going into 
the woods where dUggera are likely 
to oeenr. by wearlnc heavy high-top- 
ped boots instead of low shoes, thick 
stockings or even spiral puttees. The 
second method is to apply repellents 
either directly on the skin or on the 
heea aed mtdergarmenta belsve start- 
lac out for a "hike" or a picnic. 
Flowers of sulphur is ordinarily used 
for this purpose. A hot bath with a 
thick lather of soap taken immedi 
ately after retvnUaff ftoM am mOmg 
often kiUa cUcvsr larvae o* the 
body. 

Palliatives, such as sulphur oint- 
ment, alcohol, ammonia, cooking 
dilute solution of iodine, or 
iphor are of use chieHy becanse 
of their acaridde or ndte-kOlIng ac- 
tion, or becau.se of th^ aaflsspMc 
quality, or for both reasons.

It Is not quite sixty years since 
the Emancipation Proclamation was 
signed. Well within the, lifetime of 
many now living the negro race was 
practically totally ignorant, its ac- 
tfrlties confined entirely to day la- 
bor in the fields, its ideals repre- 
sented by a place to sleep and some- 
thing to eat, its ambitions nothing 
beyond creature comfort. 

In the Natkm'a Capital the sev- 
enth annual negro race eonsress has 
Just come to an end. This congress, 
organized in September, 1916, has 
for its main purpose the uplifting of 
the colored race. Through its chan- 
nels haye been thread doctrines and 
ideals tor the Inspiration of the col- 
ored people. Prominent negro edu- 
cators, lawyers, physicians, and bus- 
iness men attended. Questions af- 
fecting the social, economical, civic, 
Intelleetval and nuwal life of the 
colored race were .discussed and a 
declaration of principles for the 
American negro adopted. Prof. Kel- 
ly Miller, of Harvard University, 
chairman of the commissiorf which 
drafted the principles, said that It 
is the aim of the congress tn^inake 
them the aims and ideals fk the 
race. *m H-mnMb-i ' **; ^ i *— 

ft It not ft wonderfhl record for 
less than sixty years? Is it not a 
great tribute to the means which 
has raised a race, but a few hun 
dred years aemoved from African 
savagery and bnt fifty-nine from 
slayery, to a position In which it 
can hold a race congress, formulate 
ideals, look with pride upon several 
universities, which can muster in its 
ranlca an educator a President was 
proud to entertain, a poet read by 
all the world, and solid 'citizens of 
worth and property? 

If ever a country had a race prob-

Whiskaway, Harry Payne Whit- 
ney's great colt, which a week ago 
gave Morvich the only defeat of his 
racing career repeated the triumph 
Saturday, when he swept past the 
wire, winner of the 1 50,000 Special 
Latonia race for three-year-olds be- 
fore a record-breaking crowd of 50,- 
000 persons. 

The chestnut .'^on of Whiskbroom 
II defeated the best field the Nation 
could send against &im' In what 
probably was the greatest ra'<^e for 
three-year-olds staged in a decade. 

Will Perkin's Thibodeaux, a rank 
outsider in the betting, and a Ken- 
tucky-bred horse, flniahed second 
in a driying finish with Whiskaway, 
crossing the wire a half length be- 
hind the winner. Morvich was 
third,, ten lengths behind Whiska- 
way. Pillory, winner Of the $50,- 
000 Preakness stakes, was fourth and 
Deadlock was fifth. The mile and 
a quarter was run in 2:02 4-5, 
which was within one-fifth of a sec- 
ond of t^e track record. 

Whiskaway, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Special at Latonia Saturday, 
is another of the great thoroughbreds 
whichhas pranced the fields of the 
Bluegrass near Lexington. Inaugu- 
ral, the dam of Whislu^ay, Was at 
the farm of Harry Payne Whitney 
on the Paris road, once a part of 
Elmendorf, when Whiskaway was 
foaled. Kentucky bred horses were 
repiwsented in the Special by 
Whiskaway, Deadlock and Thibo- 
dauz.

A SLOW BEGINNER

The thing that has broken up 
many farm homes has been lack of 
pnrtnerthlp b e t nesn the farmer and 

his boys. Father might call the 
calf the property of his boy, but 
when the calf was sold father took 
the cash. The boys under such con- 
ditions grew up to feel that they 
had no ahare in the farm. 

The astute farmer makes his boy 
his partner from the day he is old 
enough to hold and operate garden 
tools or feed any farm animal. He 
givea that boy something of his very 
own, from which he can reap his 
own personal reward. As that boy 
grows up his share of the farm en- 
terprise constantly increases. That 
boy will not iisunUy go off aajnrhere 



"Sands of Pleasure moved up with

Thus the race chart repeats what 
ha.s come to be an old story to turf 
patroni who know the horses as in- 
dividuals rather than as mere names 
and numbers. Tomahoi happened to

better horses have been surprised 
and chargined by the final onrush of 
the old campaigner. 

The list of the slow beginners 
among the racers is extensive. Many 
steeds able to close with a rush are 
unable to get into winning stride un- 
til the race is nearly oyer. Then 
comes what the tvrf writers some- 
times call the "belated rattle," the 
term being used when the spurt is 
just short of overtaking the leader. 

The slow beginner giyes his l>ack 
era great epneem as he lags at the 
barrier and trails his field. The ex- 
perienced players learn to expect the 
development of great speed near the 
finish line, but it is a real strain on 
a weak heart to await the signs of 
increased velocity. However, the 
slow beginner is more of a horse- 
man's horse than Is the front run- 
ner. This latter type, asexemplified 
by Refugee n and Flip, leap away at 
the rise of the barrier. They quickly 
get a lead of a dosen lengths and 
the novices in the stand are con 
vinced that the race isover. But the 
front runners seldom hold their ad- 
vantage. Slowly but surely the gap 
closes and the steadier horses come 
on relentle.'^sly. 

The front runner as a rule is 
faint-hearted. He runs his race if 
no seyere opposition Is met, but 
will quit when collared. The Ideal 
racer gets away promptly and runs 
an even race, clicking along at a 
rate ealculated to wear down the 
front runners and ward off the ter- 
rific attack of the slow beginner^. 
Sands of Pleasure could not hope to 
beat Firebrand or Exterminator, 
but In lesser company he is always 
worth consideration. 

Incidentally, the old horse must 
have a world of courage and deter- 
mination. He has won many an ap- 
parently hopeless contest and it 
must give him a glimpse of horse 
heayen tQ win in the last few lung- 
ing strides.

Resolutions adopted by the Amer- 
ican Medical Association on the 
death of Dr. J, N. McCormack, who 
died May 4,. still In harness after 

more than forty years of service to 
Kentucky, first as a member and 
later as head of its State Board of 
Health, have been reoeiyed in Lou- 
isylUe. 

The resolutions were drawn up by 
Dr. E. Eliot Harris, of New York 
City, Dr. Holman Taylor, of Fort 
Worth, Texas, Dr. D. E. Sullivan, of 
South Norw'alk, Conn., and Dr. L. S. 
McMurtry, of this city. After de- 
claring that the entire medical pro- 
fession of America is indebted to Dr. 
McCormack for hia work as chair- 
man of the Committee on Reorgani- 
zation of the American Medical As- 
sociation, the resolution says of his 
services to Kentucky: 

"Dr. McCormack formulated and 
established a model law for the pro- 
tection of the health and welfare of 
the people of his native State of 
Kentucky. Moreover, as its execu- 
tive he secured the enforcement of 
these laws and perfected an orga- 
nizntion of every county. 

"For forty years he gave his time 
and labor by day and by night to 
protecting the people from disease 
and promoting the organisation and 
efficiency of the medical profession. 
His vision was clear, his ability was 
great, his ideals were high, and he 
accomplished a full lifetime of 
achievement. ^ 

"He died full of years and of hon 
ors. His work remains and will go 
on in increasing circles in the years 
to come."

He declared that this new 
invention makes it possible for sight- 
less persons to receive news daily 
without having it read to them; that 
the State now has paid readers at 
the School for the Blind at Jackson- 
ville and the Industrial Home for 
the Blind in Chicago. 

"With the installation of radio 
equipment,*' Mr. Cdmstock said, 
"their services can be dispensed 
with. And not only can the blind 
man now have the advantage of 
current news, but he can listen to 
concerts and lectures. I haye al- 
ready equipped my home with radio 
and am receiving news direct from 
a central station in Chicago, which 
makes a specialty of sending out 
bulletins for blind persons. For the 
past several evenings I have been 
listening to concerts given in De- 
troit."

What is the event of most historic 
momeat In XMitiieky's history? The 
fight at Boonesboro, the battle of the 
Blue Licks, the defense of Bryan's 
Station are the events which first 
occur to us, probably because they 
occured in our vicinity. Thare are 
AunmPDUB others which wlU present 
themselves to those familiar with 
Kentucky's history. 

Some event occurring later, after 
Kentucky became a State, might be 
more dramatic than those in the 
days of Daniel Boone, Georse Rdg- 
ers Clark, the LogaBS aild Other 
pioneers. 

The period of the Civil War should 
not be overlooked, although tew of 
its battles were fought on Kentucky 
soil. The State sent large num- 
bers of volunteers to the war of 
1812 and the Mexican War, and they 
took a glorious part therein, but 
their servlees to the country were 
rendered In eth^ States than Ken- 
tucky. 

Some political event, such as the 
adoption of the Kentucky Resolu- 
tiontlons of 1798, or the attempt to 
oust the Court of Appeals by a "rip- 
per bill" in the legislature 
because of the Court's decision 
against repudiation, might be con- 
sidered of more historic interest 
than the more dramatic occurrences 
of the pioneer da3^. 

These are some random sugges- 
tions. The historians, historical so- 
cieties and students In Kentucky 
should begin seratohlag their 
heads.
